proper mode of treating it, This same dis- 
ease haa been prevailing in thia portion of 
Kentucky for several qoinhi. mat with great 
virulence and nw^atitj, and, believing the 
Experience attained h«>re in its treatment by 
our most eminent physicians maybe of ser- 
vice to your people. I propose to give brief- 
ly the result cff their, experiments. 


When it first appeared it > is treated ex- 


clusively as a local affetiticffi, dtfd tbe conse- 
quence waa thai'nearly everv violent case 
proved fatal. B.ut e'xpe'rlence and obserra 
tionTaoon taught or physicians that it was 
not a local 'affection, but a disease of the 
lyatetn, arid 'rnnst be treated pretty much as 
fevers. The rnos't'eminent pHsician'of this 
county informed me that the first thing that 
established thia view of tha subject in his 
mind waa a case in his practice where the 
patient had an ulcer on one of his feet, and 
he. observed that the,same kind of a mem- 
brane was thtown out from that nicer that 
is usually thrown o\it in tlie throat in the 
same disease. This satisBed him that it 
was'a disease of the system, and 'not a local 
affection, as was generally supposed, and he 
commenced treating It accordingly, and lias 
since managed the disease with almost en- 
tire success whenever he has been called in 
before the case progressed too far. 


He says in the very firstitage of the dis- 


ease ft is most always attended with languor 
and drowsiness,1 and it quinine is adminis- 
tered promptly and in /nil doses it, will re- 
lieve nearly every case without any other 
treatment. ' His treatment ia qttinine, in two 
to ten gram doses, according to the age uf 
the patient, whenever it is possible to use it, 
with a wasn of th* chloride of potash for 
the throat Bnd'ta-utertMstion when there is 
much nlceration. But he says In aome ca- 
ses he has seen it Waa not possible to use. 
quinint, for the reason that there was too 
much fever, or too great tenderness of the 
stomach—ia either of which crass of cases 
quinine must not be used. 


He says also emetic* and powerful purga- 


tive medicines, such as mercurials, for ex- 
ample, must absolutely be avoided. Such 
treatment as this he regards aa fatal to the 
disease in most instances. , 


Hid opinion i? that the same or similar 


cauies produce diphtheria that produce fe- 
ver. I am no medical man, but having 
some personal knowledge of the success of 
the foregoing treatment. I aak, as a philan- 
thropist, that you give this hasty note an in- 
sertion in your valuable paper.

your paper that dipWieria1 is prevailing 
with no little fatality in the northern portion 
of your state, and inquiry is made as to the 


'. proper mode of treating it. 
Thi3 same dis- 


j ease has been prevailing ia this portion of 


Kentucky for several months past with great 
virulence and mortality,: and believing the 
experience attained here in its treatment by 
our most eminent physicians may be of ser- 
vice :to your people, 1 propose to givu brief- 
ly the result of their experiments.

clusively as a local affection, and.the conse- 
quence was. that nearly every .'violent,, case 
proved fatal.- But espeiiejBce and observa- 
tion soon taught or physicians that it was 
not a local .affection, but a disease of the 
system, and must be .treated pretty much .as 
fevera.

affection, as was generally supposed, and he 
commenced treating it accordingly, and has 
since managed the disease with almost en- 
tire success whenever he has been called in 
-before the -case progressed too far. 


He says in the very first stage of the dis- 


ease it is most always attended with languor 
and drowsiness, and if quinine is adminis- 
tered promptly and in full doses it, will re- 
lieve nearly every case without any other 
treatment. 
His treatment is quinine, in two 


to ten grain doses, according to the age of 
the patient, whenever it.is possible to use it, 
with a wash of the chloride of potash for 
the throat "and cauterization when there is 
much ulceration/ But he says in some ca- 
ses he has seen it was not possible to use 
quinine, for the reason that there was too 
much fever, or too great tenderness of the 
stomach—in either of'which class of cases 
quinine must not be used. 


He says also emetics and powerful purga- 


tive medicines, such as mercurials, for ex- 
ample, must absolutely be avoided. 
Such 


treatment as this he regards as fatal to the 
disease in most instances. 


His opinion is that the same or similar 


causes produce diphtheria that produce fe 
ver. 
I am no medical man, 
but having 


some personal knowledge of the success o: 
the foregoing treatment, I ask, as a philan 
thropist, that you give this hasty note an in 
sertion in your valuable paper.

HORHIBLS SUICIDE.—One of the most 


horrible cases of suicide ever heard of in 
the calender--of self-destruction was enact- 
ed, in East Flembo.ro',. on Saturday last, 
when James Black, inn-keeper, of .New 
Berwick, burned himself to death by silting 
on a burning pile of sticks.

Not a particle of clothing remained 


on him. 
He bore it all without any signs 


of torture, until taken to Mr. Marshall's, 
where he was attended by Dr. Ghent, tut 
medical aid was of no avail; he lingered 
on for about eight hours when death came 
to his relief.— Guelpli Advertiser.

This writer also attempts to convey the 


impression that Virginia .and the other 
states icqnpled with their cession the condi- 
dition that slavery should not be excluded 
from this territory. ! This is wholly untrue,. 
and we challenge proof to the contrary. 
Would Jefferson have reported an ordi- 
nance, (that of 1T84,) which violated a stip- 
ulation made by his own state ? This is 
historic mistake number three on the part 
of the Democrat. ' 


In 1787 another ordinance was adopted, 


which was the only act organizing the north- 
west territory that ever went into practical 
effect; This was passed by congress almost 
immediately after the ratification of the 
present constitution, and by men who un- 
doubtedly understood the intended meaning 
of that instrument. That ordinance some: 


times called the " Jefferaonian ordinance," 
because it so nearly carried out the original 
design of Jefferson, and particularly his' 
purpose, (which had been frustrated,) of 
making that territory free soil forever, ex- 
pressly set forth that the.ordinance of 1784, 
differing in some respects, was "hereby re- 
pealed and declared null and void." 
But 


the restrictive principle of Jefferson's pro- 
viso was engrafted into the ordinance of 
1787, and was as follows: 


ART. 
6. There shall be neither slavery 


nor involuntary servitude in the said terri- 
tory, otherwise than in the punishment of 
crimes, .whereof, the party shall have been 
duly convicted : Provided always, that any 
person escaping into the same, from whom 
labor or service is lawfully claimed in any 
one of the original states, such fugitive may 
be lawfully reclaimed, and conveyed to the 
person claiming his or her labor or service 
as aforesaid. 


Thus' was slavery prohibited from all' the 


territory which now constitutes the states of 
Ohio,.Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wis- 
consin, '^through the influence of Thomas 
Jefferson, and almost in the very words 
which he had, three years previously, drawn 
up for that purpose. This was done, be it 
remembered, by many who had helped-to 
form our present constitution, and the act 
was signed by Washington. It not only ex- 
cluded slavery, but it abolislied it, because 
there were at the time a few slaves in south- 
ern Illinois, held by the old French settlers. 
Thus'it is proved that the " fathers" thought 
it was right and constitutional to drive hu- 
man bondage from the territories and keep 
it out forever. If there were any slaves 
there after the ordinance of 1787 was adopt 
ed, it was in defiance of law. 
The people 


of Indiana petitioned to be allowed to-have 
slaves while in a territorial condition ; the 
petition was referred to a committee in con- 
gress, of which John Bandolph was chair- 
man ; he reported against it, and congress 
coincided with him in the opinion that it 
was'inexpedient to permit them to do so.

We are iti daily receipt of letters from 


political friends, filled with anxious inquir-

original draft of the ordinance of 1784, 
now existing in the hand-writing of Mr.

After the year 1800 of the Christian era, 


there shall b'e neither slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude in any of the said states 
(which should be framed out of said territo- 
ries) otherwise than in the punishment of 
crimes, of which parties shall have been 
tlaly convicted. 


This was rejected, by congress, in the 


manner we have before stated, and was, 
Therefore, not a part of the ordinance of 


.' 1784, as "it passed that body.

The society held its annual meeting on 


the first Monday of December, 1859 an 
elected S. F. Willard President. D. R 
Spooner, Daniel Bennett, B. T. Powell 
James Ho'mes, James Kirkpatrick and J 
M. Leanred, Vioe Presidents. J. A. Blonn 
Secretary aad David M. Clay Treasurer. 


The regular quarterly meetings have been 


held during the year, and the regular aunu 
al fair was held at the society's grounds on 
on the 18th, 19th, and 20th days of Septem 
ber, 1860. 


The sum of twelve hundred and forty 


sight dollars and fifty-three cents has been 
actually received into the treasury during 
the year and nine hundred and thirty-four 
dollars has been paid toward the account o: 
indebtedness of the society. The actua 
expenses paid out were threo hundred anc 
seven dollars, 'leaving a balance of seven 
dollars in the treasury.

178T. 


') IIP Democrat of this city has assumed, 


several times so set us right as to the histo- 
ry of the ordinance of 1787, and the con- 
i^c-iion which Jefferson had with the free- 
-oil proviso which it contains. It invaria- 
bly asserts that its statements are facts, 
while ours are not. We propose to prove 


<>ur assertions, as we proceed, leaving the 
public to judge what is the truth. 


It is admitted that Mr. Jefferson was the 


author of the first ordinance reported to 
i-ui-igress organizing the north-west territo- 
iy in 178-1, which was all the territory then 
possessed by the general government. 
It 


i= not important to the question at issue 
what were all the provisions of that ordi- 
nance, since it was not enacted under our 
present constitution, and never went into 
effect, 
We only refer to the first draft as 


reported by Jefferson to show that he was 
in favor of excluding slavery from all the 
territory owned by the government, in 
1784; that the sauie proviso in substance 
and spirit was adopted as a part of the or- 
dinance of 1787, and therefore that Jeffer- 
,-on was really the author of the anti-sla- 
very proviso of that time, and of the \Vil- 
mot proviso of onr day. 


The following is the provision in the 


original draft of the ordinance of 1784, 
HOW existing in the hand-writing of Mr. 
Jefferson : 


After the year 1800 of the Christian, era, 


there shall be neither slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude in any of the said states 
(which should be framed out of said territo- 
ries) otherwise than in the punishment o< 
crimes, of which parties shall have been 
duly convicted. 


This was rejected by congress, in the 


manner we have before stated, and was, 
therefore, not a part of the ordinance ol 
1734. as it passed that body. 


Is it not absurd for the Democrat to pre- 


tend, after reading this explicit exclusion 
of slavery, that the same Jeffersonian ordi- 
nance which contained it, provided that i: 
the people of the 'territories' thus organized 
wanted slavery, no power on earth conic 
prevent it, and that they were left to decide 
the question for "themselves!

QOt been " purchased of the Indians," as 
the Democrat says, but treaties have since 
lieen made with them in the whole of the

This writer also attempts to convey the 


mpressiou that Virginia and the other

rom this territory. This is wholly untrue, 
and we challenge proof to the contrary. 
Would Jefferson have reported an ordi- 
nance, (that of 1784,) which violated a stip- 
ulation made by his own state ? This is 
listoric mistake number three on the part 


>f the Democrat. 


In 1787 another ordinance was adopted, 


which was the only act organizing the north- 
west territory that ever went into practical 
effect. 
This was passed by congress almost 


mmediately after the ratification of the 
)resent constitution, and by men who un- 
doubtedly understood the intended meaning 
of that instrument. That ordinance aome- 
imes called the " Jeffersoniau ordinance,'' 
)ecause it so nearly carried out the original 
design of Jefferson, and particularly his 
mrpose, (which had been frustrated,) 'of 
making that territory free soil forever, ex- 
>ressly set forth that the ordinance of 1784, 
differing in some respects, was " hereby re- 
)ealed and declared null and A-oid.v 
But 


,he restrictive principle of Jefferson's pro- 
viso was engrafted into the ordinance of 


.787, 
and was as follows : 


ART. 
6. Thfire shall be neither slavery 


nor involuntary servitude in the said terri- 
ory, otherwise than in the punishment of 
crimes, whereof the party shall have been 
duly convicted : Provided always, that any 
jerson escaping into the same, from whom 
abor or service is lawfully claimed in any 
one of the original states, such fugitive may 
>e lawfully reclaimed, and conveyed to the 
>erson claiming his or her labor or service 
is aforesaid. 


Thus was slavery prohibited from all the 


territory which now constitutes the states of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wis- 
consin, ^hrough the influence of Thomas 
Jefferson, and almost in the very words 
which he had, three years previously, drawn 
up for that purpose. This was done, be it 
•emembered, by many who had helped to 
brm our present constitution, and the act 
was signed by Washington. It not onlyex- 
:luded slavery, but it abolished it, because 
here were at the time a few slaves in south- 
ern Illinois, held by the old French settlers, 
Phus_it is proved that the "fathers'1 thought 
t was right and constitutional to drive hu- 
man bondage from the territories and keep 
t out forever. If there were any slaves 
here after the ordinance of 1787 was adopt 
ed, it was in defiance of law. The people 
of Indiana petitioned to be allowed to have 
laves while in a territorial condition ; the 
letition was referred to a committee in con- 
;ress, of which John Randolph was chair- 
man ; he reported against it, and congress 
coincided with him in the opinion that it 
was inexpedient to permit them to do so. 


There is no truth whatever in the state- 


ment that Mr. Jefferson was opposed to the 
'ree soil proviso of the ordinance of 1787. 
If the letters generally quoted by the Dem- 
ocrat contain any such sentiments, the ex- 
tracts can be furnished, acd we invite them 
to the task of making them public, or of 
acknowledging that they have made another 
bistorical mistake. 


We have not time to pursue this subject 


further to-day, but we think it has been 
clearly shown that the doctrine of interven- 
tion against slavery in the territories, orig- 
inated with Thomas Jefferson, was sanc- 
tioned by Washington, Madison, and many 
others who framed the constitution. 
The 


republican doctrine of to-day is identical 
with_it and having been tested by experi- 
ence and sanctioned by the fathers c.f the 
revolution, is the true and only successful 
method of dealing with slavery in the ter- 
ritories at this time, 


The attention of Douglas men is

We are in daily receipt of letters from 


political friends, filled with anxious inquir- 
es concerning the present state of the 
presidential question, and desiring an ex- 
jression of our views to the probable ihflu- 
nee of the election of the Ninth upon the

uot hesitate to respond to these inquiries;

ber, 1860. 


The sum of twelrt hundred and forty- 


eight dollars and fifty-three cents has been 
actually received into the treasury during 
vhe year and nine hundred and thirty-four 
dollars lia* been paid toward the account of 
indebtedness of the society. The actual 
•xpenaas paid oat were threo hundred and 
seven dollars, 'leaving ft balance of seven 
dollars in the treasury.

The regular quarterly meetings Lave been 


held during the year, and the regular annu- 
al fair was held at the society's grounds on 
on the 18th, 19th, and 20th days of Septem- 
ber, 1860. 


The sum of twelve hundred and forty- 


eight dollars and fifty-three cents has been 
actually received into the treasury during 
the year and nine hundred and thirty-four 
dollars has been paid toward the account of 
indebtedness of the society. The actual 
expenses paid out were tbreo hundred and 
seven dollars, leaving a balance of seven 
dollars in the treasury.
